French and British critics have ever 
since characterized as "illegal" in the 
sense that It violated the Versailles 
treaty.

"Was waiting for America to ratify the 
•^Versailles treaty and hesitated to see 
the reparations commission have too 
much power. On the other hand, tho 
•United States now has ratified its 
%wn treaty"*'with Germany which em

clauses of the Versailles treaty and 
entitles "America to -a seat on the 
reparations commission. The senate

NEAPING THE END 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover's asser- 


tion that the unemployment situation is 
worse at present than it was a month or 
a few months ago should cause no uneasi- 
ness or weaken the general confidence 
which prevails iu the business world. If 
there is on. implied suggestion in connec- 
tion with it. it is that Appleton like every 
other town has a moral obligation to al- 
lieviatc existing want and to prevent suf- 
fering. This. hoAvever, is a local problem 
and has no relation to economic ten- 
dencies. 


It was to be expected that the most 


severe strain of the depression which 
commenced more than a year ago would 
•be felt in January and February of this 
year. 
This expectation, was discounted 


long ago sp that whatever takes place dur- 
ing the next few weeks will have been an- 
ticipated. 
.The completion of a year's 


business under conditions of the last 
twelve months and more, the taking of 
inventories, the charging off of losses, 
and the difficulties at this time of mak- 
ing collections, constitute a test which, 
will mark either survival or bankruptcy 
in those concerns and those enterprises 
which have been hard pressed. 


"Whether there are failures or not will 


make no difference in the general situa- 
tion. 
The condition of solvency is of 


course to be preferred, but where there is 
insolvency it will simply amount to clari- 
fying the atmosphere and liquidating re- 
sulting losses. That these effects will not 
be general or far-reaching seems to be as- 
sured. 
The next few weeks, therefore, 


will set a period of final liquidation and 
readjustment, and when it is over it will 
probably mark a definite return of the 
pendulum to the direction of business re- 
vival. March and April should find us 
on the road back to normalcy. 
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Most deaths and accidents can be pre- 
vented, and they should be prevented. 
Every community can make its streets 
practically safe by education, enforcement 
of traffic rules and accident-precaution. 
Prevention of accidents is a problem of 
propaganda, instruction and regulation.

MR. SCHWAB DEFENDS THE 


RAILROADS 


As far as the general public is con- 


cerned—and this includes the business in- 
terests and the people, it bears no animosi- 
ty toward the railroads. Neither have 
there been signs of any kind that federal 
or state officials wish to oppress the rail- 
roads. 


Under existing circumstances, there- 


fore, it is not easy to grasp fully the intent 
of Mr. Charles M. Schwab's -appeal for 
leniency for the carriers. 
If he means 


that some railroad executives and some 
railroad policies are criticized he must 
concede that, the railroads being public 
utilities under private ownership and op- 
eration, criticism is -warranted if it is 
just and considerate. 


Quite properly the rates and service of 


the railroads are subject to regulation by 
the Interstate Commerce commission. And 
the commission strives to operate like a 
court, deciding separate cases in accord- 
ance with testimony and merit. 


The public realizes the necessity of 


equity and prosperity for the railroads. 
Mr. Sclnvabinay rest assured that the eom- 
^mercial and agricultural interests would 
defend the carriers against unjust attack. 
If the idea prevails among railroad ex- 
ecutives that they or their properties are 
held under unreasonable restraint or are 
unfairly treated, they should state their 
case frankly to the public.

•they believ« to be much nearer 15,000 
than 12.000. 
In the previous year, 


1920, 11,000 automobile fatalities were 
reported. 


;The people of every community are 


deeply concerned in the prevention, or 
the decrease of accidents. .The most care- 
ful person may be crippled or killed at 
any moment by a reckless driver. The 
most cautious driver may, in an instant, 
run down a thoughtless or chance-taking 
pedestrian. 
Non-existence 
or non-en- 


1'orccment of traffic regulations may and 
frequently does cause serious accidents. 


Most accidents 
can be prevented. 


Vigilance, caution and observance of or- 
dinary instincts of safety can diminish 
the number of deaths and injuries. The 
principal causes of automobile accidents 
are careless walking and reckless driving. 


The most convincing way to note the 


difference between comparative safety un- 
der systematic regulation and the con- 
stant hazard when control is relaxed tem- 
porarily is to watch traffic at a busy cor- 
ner. 
Should the officer leave his station, 


the movement of vehicles soon, becomes 
disorderly, are more heedless in crossing. 


As many accidents are due to reckless 


driving, it is cleaj there should be schools 
of instruction for drivers and that nobody 
should be allowed to run a motor car until 
his capability is established. All drivers 
should be licensed and licenses taken 
away for cause. Inasmuch as many acci- 
dents are traced to the thoughtlessness 
and vcnturesomeness of pedestrians, there 
fhould be campaigns to teach the public 
to be careful. 
Another suggestion is to 


carry on public safety instruction in the 
schools. 


Public safety is everybody's bnsineus. 


It, is the people's business. It is the city 
administration's business. It is the driv- 
er's business. It is the walker's business. 


SHOULD CELEBRATE THE EVENT 
Virtually the same moral force should 


be connected with the first battleship de- 
stroyed under the disarmament program 
as was attached to the laying down of Ja- 
pan's newest and largest warship. As the 
money to build the vessel had been sub- 
scribed by the people the Japanese 
government felt it could not offend their 
patriotic sentiment by consenting to sink 
it. 
The destruction of battleships, by 


reverse reasoning, should be made a cere- 
mony that will advance national supre- 
macy through civilized principles. ' 


There were two causes for the success 


of the Arms conference. 
One was the 


bankruptcy or equivalent of the princi- 
pal nations but one. For political consid- 
erations statesmen decided that curtail- 
ment of expenditures was urgent, and 
they recognized that the largest economy 
was possible through disarmament. The 
other cause was the vigorous demand of 
the masses of the people, especially of 
English-speaking nations, for universal 
understanding. 


The danger always exists that a few of 


the governments may, when, finances are 
easier and circumstances are changed, 
conclude to re-engage in the construction 
of war-craft and fortifications. 
Though 


hoping against such developments, it is 
prudent to admit that they are possible. 


It is obvious, therefore, that the move- 


ment for permanent peace and interna- 
tional accord must be continued. States- 
men have discovered they must heed pub- 
lic opinion. Giving ceremony to the sink- 
ing of the first battleship would be sub- 
stantial and impressive evidence of pro- 
gress with disarmament. The scrapping 
of the first ship should be the occasion for 
great celebration.

FUSSING WITH LITTLE INJURIES 
The color and odor of tincture of 
iodine are 


soothing, even to the doctor's Imagination, altho 
the value of this old favorite as a first aid disin- 
fectant for wounds has been called into question 
by unromantic surgeons and bacteriologists who 
have scientifically tested the measure. Dr. M. B. 
Tinker, of Cornell Medical school, conducted pains- 
taking experiments several years ago to determine 
how much romance and how much fact there was 
m the widespread surgical fancy that iodine is a 
good skin disinfectant. Dr. Tinker's conclusions 
were not at all complimentary to the 
scientific 


judgment of his surgical colleagues. He made out 
that iodine painted on the skin before an operation 
is little more than local color. That other old fav- 
orite of the surgeon of an elder era, iodoform, is 
noted as a good medium to grow certain germs in— 
and that fact, too. rather impairs one's faith in 
iodine, tho to be sure, iodoform has an odor that 
ought to disgust any self respepcting microbe. 
I reckon I'm gradually approaching that time of 


!ife when one's mind sets, for in spite of all the 
foregoing discouragements I still like to 
believe 


that a dash of tincture of iodine upon every little 
cut, 
scratch, tear or "abrasion offers 
a certain 


amount of security against infection of the wound 
and blood poisoning. 
" 
Aside from tincture of iodine, to my mind there 


is no good excuse for keeping any other antiseptic 
substance ..than boric acid in the house or in the 
medicine cupboard. Any household in which such 
a ppison as corrosive sublimate (bichloride of mer- 
cury) or phenol (carbolic acid) are kept is constant- 
ly under peril of disaster, especially if children live 
or visit in the house. There is no legitimate use 
for either of these poisons by the laity. The laws 
should prohibit the possession of such deadly poi- 
sons by a layman. Horrible things happen to in- 
nocent children somewjhere almost every day be- 
cause irresponsible persons have these poisons in 
their homes. Another poison which/laymen should 
not have in their possession is strychnine—a child 
killer which is swift and,- when it is dispensed in 
sugar coated, or chocolate coated or pink pills or 
tablets, cruelly attractive to the curious child. For 
any real or legitimate purpose, strychnine has none 
in lay hands. 
Following the immediate swabbing or pouring of 


tincture of iodine on scratch, wound or abrasion, 
and drying, the best dressing is a coating of flexible 
collodion, provided the wound ia dry enough for this 
to adhere. If the wound oozes or drains, the best 
first aid dressing is a thick pad of gauze, or soft 
muslin if no surgeon's gauze is at hand, dropped 
directly on the wound from a. freshly opened en- 
velope, bundle or package that-his been sterilized 
by heat. Neither the gauze nor the wound should 
be touched with finger or any object that has not 
been sterilized for the purpose. This gauze may be 
held in place either with bandage or with adhesive 
plaster strips or with collodion around its edges. 
Any- 
wound, minor or major, or any burn, will be 


more comfortable, heal faster and be less endan- 
gered by infection, if left exposed constantly to the 
air—but this is often impracticable without sub- 
jecting the wound to the danger of. contact wjth 
various objects which may implant germs in it.

juice every day, and I felt my digestion was great- 
ly improved, and I began to get stronger and looked 
better. Then I developed a case of hemorrhoids 
which caused me considerable distress, and I fancied 
the acid in grapejuice might aggravate that trouble 
and discontinued. Now I feel the need of grape- 
juice again. Would it be advisable to 
resume

Answer—Certainly. Have no anxiety about the 


tartrate (tartartic "acid") in grapejuice—it does not 
act as an acid, but,rather as an alkali in the body. 
Grapejuice is a wholesome, refreshing, and very 
nourishing or sustaining beverage.

Answer—Neither is a good lubricant. Pure min- 


eral oil (liquid petrolatum) is preferable for use as 
a lubricant.

I nearly al- 
ways do this, and it has never seemed to give a 
cold, and after the cold splash I rub with a rough 
towel till the body glows.

Rhine Occupation a Matter of Pride 


Paris—General Verraux, writing in 


I/OBUVRE, shows in the following 
interesting article that the occupa- 
tion of the Rhine Provinces is more a 
question of pride than of real secur- 
ity. He says: 


"I was talking to an old friend of 


mine the other day, an old general 
who had fought all through the war 
and never known defeat, and we were 
discussing the new military laws. 


" 'These laws,' he said, 'can only 


be a transition between the past and 
the future. We shall remain on the 
Rhine for fifteen years, therefore our 
organization must be so arranged as 
to be able to spare the necessary 
forces for occupation.' 
" 'Are you quite sure,' I said, 'that 


nothing will happen in fifteen years 
to prevent us from continuing to oc- 
cupy the Rhine territory? For my 
part, I am convinced that our troops 
will retreat much sooner.' 


'My friend looked at me compas- 


sionately. 
It is- always disagreeable 


to be considered a fool, so I did not 
insist. 
"Now three weeks have not yet 


passed since this conversation 
and 


we hear that in Cannes Mr. Lloyd 
George is going to ask us to consent 
to the allied evacuation of the Rhine 
provinces, which sre henceforth to 
constitute a neutral zone, where it 
will be forbidden to build fortresses 
or to hold garrisons. 
"I can hear the protests which such 


a proposition will arouse. 
"To abandon the Rhine, the best 


guarantee of our security? 'Never!' 
they will say. 
"But may I venture to ask if it is 


quite certain that in this instance our 
security would be lessened, and is it 
not rather our pride which would be 
touched? 
"The -occupation of the Rhine has 


after all a little air of conquest which 
pleases many of us. 
"Yet I should like to reason It out 


calmly. 
' 
"They must not tell us to begin 


with that the Rhine is an obstacle, 
for it never was one. 
All history 


shows this from the time of Attila to 
Blucher passing by way of Louis XTV 
and the generals of the Revolution. 


"And nowadays with airplanes and 


airships this would not come into con- 
sideration. 
"Most probably in case of war our 


establishment on the 
Rhine would 
drive back the German concentration 
to the East of the Weser; which would 
save us time and space; the time to 
£->in up our armies and 'the space to 
develop them. 
"But will time count for these gi- 


gantic winged machines 
which the 


future is going to produce? 
As to 
space, it will be infinite. Perhaps 
even these machines will destroy the 
rear-guard first and thus make the 
front line powerless. 


"Moreover, I have often asked my- 


self," continues the general, "if under 
present conditions of warfare the oc- 
cupation of the Rhine would not be 
more inconvenient than 
advantage- 


ous, solely from a technical point of 
view. 
"The Americans are only staying 


there very unwillingly and for a short 
time, and the English, 
not having 


signed any treaty, either offensive or 
defensive, would not be obliged to re- 
main in case of war. . 
"Just think then what would be- 


come of our hundred or hundred and 
fifty thousand men—the Belgians in- 
cluded—lost in this vast space, out- 
flanked on the left because of the re- 
treat of our allies, whom nothing ob- 
liges for the present to be our allies 
in the next war. 
Think of these 


scattered troops forced to retreat all 
the more quickly because of being in 
a hostile country where they had not 
been able to dig trenches or make any

WORK COMBINATION 
The outer door of the pharmacy safe 


had been opened by working the com- 
bination. D. W. Evans, manager of 
the store, said the safe as usual had 
"been, securely locked Thursday night 


but he is of the 
opinion that 
the 


burglar discovered the combination by 
turning- the knob backward. The al- 
cohol cabinet in the drug store had 
also been broken into but its contents 
was hot touched. It contained only 
jars of pure alcohol, Mr. Evans said 
In order to remove the cash box 


from the safe it was necessary for the 
burglars to cut away the door to the 
inner steel compartment and this ap- 
parently had been done with a chisel. 
The glass door to- a gun case in the 
poolroom was broken out but the sruns 
inside had not been tampered with. 
Apparently searching for liquor, the 
burglars also explored the Arcade 
icebox. 


ONLY ONE MAN? 
In entering tho Arcade the marau- 
ders had broken panes in a rear win- 
dow and had jimmied the 
window 
frame. It was said that only the 
tracks of one person could tie found 
below the window and these came 
through a narrow 
pas-?ag-eway be- 


tween the -rear of the poolroom and a 
barn. Mr. Evans told the po'ice that 
two men entered' the store Thursdav 
evening before closing time and that 
while he did not nay particular atten- 
tion to them he did not like the way in 
which they loitered about and in 
spected the rear of the store. Police

In view of a 100 per cent increase 


in the acreage of sugar beets in 
Outagamie-co. and 
a 
tremendous 


growth of the sugar beet 
industry 


through the country this year. R. E. 
Liese, assistant manager of the Meno- 
niinee River 
Sugar 
company of 


Menominee, Mich., believes a higher 
tariff should be put 
on imported 


sugar to protect home sugar industry. 


Cane sugar is selling in New York 


at $4.80 and $4.90 par hundred pounds 
and beet sugar is selling at $4.60 per 
hundred pounds, Mr. Liese said. He 
attributes the low price to the enor- 
mous increase in sugar production in 
Cuba where labor is cheap and it is 
possible for them to lay down raw 
sugar in New York with a profit at 
$2 per hundred pounds. 
This is an 


absolute impossibility with the Ameri- 
can sugar producer. 


"Figures complied 
by 
the 
beet 
sugar industry in this country show 
that farmers in the United States 
must 
receive $6 per ton for their 


sugar beets in order to have a fair 
profit and on tbs basis of this price 
it would be necessary to increase the 
present tariff against Cuban sugar 
from $1 60 to $2 per hundred pounds. 
Even this rate would be lower than 
tho import duty on sugar in other 
countries," declared Mr. Liese. 


"Although at 
the present time 
beets are not worth $5 per ton, the 
best sugar manufacturers have con- 
fidence in the government awarding 
the industry 
sufficient 
protection 
against cheap Cuban labor to enable 
them to pay lh.3 farmers a fair price 
for the beets. The contracts for 1922 
provide a minimum payment of $6 
per ton and also contain a sliding 
scale so that if there is any improve- 
ment in th.3 sugar 
market and the 


price of sugar goes up, the farmer 
will 
get a proportionately 
higher 


price for his sugar beets.
